The typhoon, which yesterday devastated the southern 
tip of Kyushu, Japan's South Island, killed 358, gravely in- 
jured 937 and 267 are missing, according to the tstest figures 
issued here tonight.

A force we must reckon with 
js the new, fast, German-type 
XXI U boats, These large 
submarines have improved 
Schnorkels, and their maximum 
submerged speed is something 
like 15 knots, with a cruising 
speed of eight knots. 

The Germans were actually 
prefabricattIny’ the type XXIs 
on a big scale, and tn the 
words of the <fficial account of 
the Battle of the Atlantic: “The 
advent of these new U_ boats 
would have revolutionised sub- 
marine warfare”: but they came 
too late. - 

The Russians possess a dozen 
type XXIs and should be build- 
ing others.

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Hand For Mossadegh Civil Action Involving 
$19,500 Adjourned 
For 5 Months 


An action involving a claim for $19,500 on two borrowing notes, 
which came before the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr Justice Gould, in the 
Supreme Court this morning was adjourned until March 10, 1952. 

Plaintiff was Wan Hoi, of No. 10, Hillwood Road, who was repre- 
sented by Mr A. J. Clifford, instructed by Mr P. L. Lam. Defendants 

- were Der T, Cheung and Loong Shing and Company, both of 63, Queen’s 
Road, Central, for whom Mr Brook A. Bernacchi, instructed by Mr M. A. 


da Silva, appeared on their behalf. 


Plaintiffs claim as against 
Der T. Cheung as_ principal, 
an@ against Loong Shing and 
Company, as guarantors, was 
for money lent to. first defen- 
epot under two borrowing 
noles dated Nevember 20, 1948 
and December 28, 1948, 
amounting to $19,500. 

Thc statement of defence 
stated that on cr about Novem- 
ber, 1948, plaintiff in his 
alias of Wan Tong purchased a 
car and directed the de- 
fengants ta make payment 
on this car and to apply 
such payments towards the 
borrowing notes herein, and 
the defendants made payments 
on the car amounting to $11,- 
092.30. Defendants also made 
four payments amounting to 
$10,000 to plaintiff between 
August 18, 1949, and June 17 
1950, The Defendants stated 
they had therefore repaid the 
monies due on the borrowing 
notes with an overpayment of 
31,592.30, 

A counter-claim for $1,592.30 
against plaintiff was abandoned 
by the defendants. 

Mr Bernacchi applied for 
leave to file a rejoinder, notice 
of which he said was given to 
the solicitors for the plaintiff 
last Saturday, At the same 
time defendants were abandon. 
ing thelr counter-claim against 
the plaintiff. 

Mr Bernacchi said that when 
he saw the documents relating to 
the cage it was clear to ‘him that 
his clients were purporting to do 
something which In law he was 
nt allowed to do, that, was to gay, 
fo allocate all paymen:s which 
thzy had made in discharge of 
debts to plaintiff in respect of the 
two borrowing no‘es. Whilst 
defendants admitied there was 
ansiher borrowing note fer $5,C00, 
this had oi bern made a subjec. 
matier in che present acticn. 


REJOINDER PLEA 

As he saw the law, in the 
absence cf some agreemen: at the
